!BY AUSTRIAN FLEET 


Turks Prevent Landing of Allied Marines on Darda- 


nelles Isthmus-Germany Agrees to Comply with 
American Request As Regards Submarine War. 


LONDON, MAKCH 3.—Austrian warships have been bombard- 


Ing Antivari, the seaport of Montenegro. They inflicted considera- 
ble damage. 


This information is contained in a dispatch received by the Mon- 


tenegrin consul general in London. The message which conies from 
'Cettinje reads as folknvs: 


"Tuesday morning five Austrian warships entered the port of 


Antivari and bombarded the town and port. They destroyed a 
quantity of valuable stores, sunk the royal yacht which was at an- 
chor and killed one civilian." 


Austrian Fleet Wants Action 


GENEVA, VIA PARIS, MARCH £—An Austrian fleet consist- 


iing of six Austro-German submarines, accompanied by several torpc- 
ao boats and torpedo boat destroyers, left Pola, the Austrian naval 
Jbase, at dawn yesterday for the Mediterranean, bound for the Dar- 
juanelles, according to the Telegram which based its report upon 
what it characterizes as information received from a reliable source 
from. Trieste by way of Innsbruck., The fleet is said to have been 
last reported off Corfu. 


Now Up to England 


BERLIN, MARCH 3.—Germany's reply to the latest American 


note concerning the naval war zone has been handed to Ambassador 
Gerard at Berlin. The German government agrees to make some con 
cessions to the United States, notably agreeing that in certain in-, 
'stances Germany will investigate merchantmen and will proceed, 
{.gainst only such, vessels as are carrying contraband or are owned 
by nations hostile to Germany. 


The reply declares Germany's readiness to accept -virtually all 


of the American proposals except the one which would restrict the 
use of anchored mines to purely defensive purposes. The German 
government expresses the belief that belligerents can not afford to 


•abandon entirely the use of anchored mines for offensive operations. 
•It is -willing to consider the abandonment of floating mines. 


In case German submarines take action, after investigation, 


'|-gainst merchantmen carrying contraband or owned in hostile coun- 
ttries it is agreed that such action will be in accordance with the gen- 
eral rules of international law. This presuppose^ however, the aban- 
donment of the use of neutral flags by merchantmen of hostile na- 
tions or the arming of such merchantmen. If such tactics were cm- 
ployed Germany contends, it would be impossible to restrict the opera 
tions of submarines in this manner.

I cattle, sheep and swine within

or through the state of Ohio, 
and all ears, yards, pens, load- 
ing cluilcs or other means of 
transporting, loading, unload- 
ing, herding or yarding cat- 
tle, sheep or swine, for the pur 
pose of transportation or sale, 
is hereby ordered prohibited 
unless the same are first clean- 
ed and disinfected with a five 
percent solution of carbolic 
acid or a three per cent solu- 
tion cresol compound S. D. P. 


Second. That all cars, boats, 


vans, drays or other means of 
transportation '-m, above men- 
tioned livestock shall be prop- 
erly cleaned and disinfected 
at destination and that such 
cars, boats, vans, drays, etc, 
shall not be moved to :t great- 
er distance than may be abso- 
lutely necessary to reach prop- 
erly equipped places where 
such cleaning and disinfect- 
ing can be carried out in a 
satisfactory manner.

Johnan of the Boston board 
of health, James B. Arthur, secretary 
of tiie Wad Baking company, declared 
at the attorney general's inquiry that 
there had been "a most wonderful dis- 
covery in, the baking business," and 
added that George S. Ward, a director 
and sales manager of tho concern, 
could "tell more about it." 


Mr. Ward, who had occupied the 


witness stand at tho opening of the 
d&y's session, was recalled. He said 
he had no hesitancy in telling of the 
discovery. He declared that his com- 
pany had boon manufacturing its 
bread for the last two years according 
to a new process perfected in the Mel- 
len Institute of Industrial Research at 
the University of Pittsburgh. 


"As I understand the process," said 


Mr. Ward, "the use of yeast, accord- 
ing to the old method, caused exces- 
sive fermentation, •which was destruc- 
tive of practically all o£ the tood val 
ues contained Jo the'ingredients usefl 
ii> baking" bread. So that the sooner 
we could leaven our dough the more 
food values would the loaves contain.
